EARLY CHRISTIAN ART 
ON THE EUPHRATES 


The discovery of Dura-Europos, in the 
Syrian desert, was due-:to the fortunate find 
of a pagan temple, with wall paintings, by a 
Captain Murphy, of the British Army, while 
digging trenches in the course of operations 
against the Arabs in 1921. 

This statement was made by the Rev. 
Myles V. Ronan, M.R.I.A.,.-in a paper on 
“ Early Christian Art in the Euphrates,’ 
read before the Academy of Christian Art in 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The Christian church, said Father Ronan, 
was founded there in A.D. 232, during the 
Roman. occupation, and was formed of 
dwellinghouses inside and up against the 
desert. wall. Its paintings were a pictorial 
catechism for catechumens, and as many of 
these subjects are not found represented on 
the walls of the Roman catacombs, their dis- 
covery in the Syrian desert is an important 
addition to our knowledge of early Christian 
art. The art of Dura probably came from 
Antioch at the northern end of the great 
military and commercial route -along the 
Euphrates. The walls of the synagogue 
(founded A.D. 245) are covered with paint- 
ings of scenes from the Old Mestament, which 
was contrary to Jewish law. Dura was be- 
sieged by the Persians, A.D. 256, and the 
sloping wall of the city, with the débris, 
fortunately covered up both Christian church 
and synagogue for nearly seventeen centuries, 
and thus preserved their precious paintings.

APPEAL FOR FURTHER 
SUBSCRIBERS

The annual report of the Board of Studies 
for the year 1939, submitted to a stated 
general meeting of the Royal Irish Academy 
of Music in the Academy, Westland row, 
Dublin, yesterday, regretted a reduction in 
the number of pupils in most classes for the 
year. The loss occurred inthe September term, 
and the outbreak of the war in that month 
was the only apparent reason for the decrease. 
The local centre examinations on the other 
hand, had sustained their numbers, and the 
results showed an improving standard of 
proficiency. 

Moving the adoption of the report, M-. 
Dermod O’Brien, Vice-President, who was 
in the chair, said that their big difficulty 
was with the payment of their professional 
staff, whose members had to depend on the 
fees from pupils, as the Academy could not 
pay them salaries. The consequence was 
that their professovs were ludicrously poorly 
paid. He commented on the absence of 
string quartets and string trios, and urged 
the Board to give attention to the encourag- 
ing of this form of chamber music. 

Appealing for subscribers to the Academy, 
he said that they required to get 100 sub- 
scriptions of £1 each to secure the Govern- 
‘ment grant of £300. If they failed to get 
that number annually the grant was reduced 
by one-half. 

Mr. M. W. O’Reilly seconded the motion. 


ENCOURAGING LOCAL 
PERFORMERS 


Mr. Liam Paul, Governor, supporting the 
motion, said that instrumental music seemed 
to be coming into its own in Ireland. ‘Thanks 
to the Royal Dublin Society, the public had 
had an opportunity of hearing their own per- 
formers at the Monday recitals, and these 
performers had acquitted themselves as 
admirably as any of the imported musicians. 
The prospect of appearing on such a plat- 
form would be a great inspiration to their 
local players. 

The motion was carried rnanimously. 

On the motion of Mr. of. W. O'Reilly, 
seconded by Mr. D. McCullough, the four 
retiring Governors—Mr. T. 8. C. Dagg, Mrs. 
W. J. M. Starkie, Maestro Cav. Viani and 
Mr. Liam Paul—were unanimously re-elected.

HRISTMAS is a time when our minds 
€ naturally turn to parties—for the 
family, the young folk and—last, but 
by no means least—the little ones. People 
sometimes feel nowadays that smaller 
incomes and lack of domestic help make 
entertaining almost impossible. But the 
simple aa less expensive dishes can be 
quite as attractive as the elaborate ones, and 
modern labour-saving kitchen equipment so 
much reduces domestic work that entertain- 
ing becomes far less formidable. 
Nevertheless, parties are very busy occa- 
sions for the housewife, who; in addition to 
entertaining, frequently has to look after 
the greater part, and sometimes the whole, 
of the food preparations. And so any sug- 
gestions for saving work on these occasions 
are always welcome, especially when they 
not only save time and ernie but help to 
make the party “spread” look especially 
attractive. The ever-popular table jelly is 
very valuable in this respect of providing 
colourful and _  easily-prepared dishes of 
delicious flavour, 


JELLY “” SNOW MEN“ 


Here, for instance, is an attractive recipe 
which will be specially suitable for your 
small guests. For it you require a pint 
packet of lemon jelly, one ounce of ground 
almonds, 14 ounces of icing sugar, glacé 
cherries, angelica, lemon juice, and desiccated 
cocoanut. Make up jelly to 3 pint only. When 
cool (but not set) whip into stiff froth. When 
set turn out on plates and place a small ball of 
marzipan on cocktail stick to form head and 
fix in position. Use pieces of glacé cherries 
for caps, eyes and. buttons, and angelica 
strip for pipe. Surround with any remain- 
ing whipped jelly. If desired, sprinkle over 
with dessicated coconut. 

To make marzipan, of course, one mixes 
icing sugar and ground almonds with lemon 
juice to a stiff paste. A more elaborate 
method is as follows :—Sieve 4$lb. of icing 
sugar, add lb. ground almonds, and blend 
thoroughly. Mix to a soft paste with one 
whole egg, and the white of another, and a 
teaspoonful of rose water. — Roll in grease- 
proof paper until wanted, but. do -not make 
it very long before it is required, as good 
ground almonds are oily, and the paste is apt 
to become greasy. 

Any left-over marzipan should be made 
into sweets immediately. Stuffed dates and 
cherries, marzipan: walnuts and marzipan 
potatoes are always a useful addition to a 
party. When maxing marzipan for sweets, 
use only white of egg for mixing, as the 
paste is easier to tint with rose or pale green 
colouring. 


CONTAINERS 


_ To satisfy the children’s particular delight 
in trying everything (without the usual un- 
fortunate results) serve your delicacies in 
small containers. For instance, orange cas- 
kets are a great party treat. To make them, 
cut oranges in half and scoop out the fruit 
with the handle of a teaspoon, without 
breaking the peel. Fill these scooped out 
halves of peel with various coloured jellies 
(incidentally, milk jelly is Jess rich than 
blancmange, although similar in appearance) 
and allow to set. Make a handle with a 
strip of angelica and decorate the jelly with 
a small dab of whipped cream and a cherry. 
The orange fruit can be used for the 
fruit salad, or for fruit jellies. 

Magic candles are another party novelty, 
and these are made as follows :—Dissolve a 
pint packet of jelly in half a pint of hot 
water. When it has cooled slightly add a 
small tin of unsweetened condensed milk, 
and pour a little into individual paper jelly 
cases. In the centre of each place half a 
banana, cut side downwards, In the top of 
the banana stick a peeled almond or strip 
of cherry. to represent the wick. , 


FRUIT CAKE 


Here is a very simple Christmas cake, 
which is far removed from the rich Christmas 
pudding-like mixture of the grown-up’s 
table. For it you require:—6 ozs. of butter, 
6 ozs. of sugar, 12 ozs of self-raising flour, 
12 ozs. of mixed fruit, 2 ozs. of glacé cherries 
cut small, 3 eggs. 

Cream butter and sugar to a light, emooth 
cream consistency. Beat in the eggs one at 
a time. Mix flour and fruit together, and 
add to butter, sugar and egg mixture a hand- 
ful at a time, blending thoroughly. Place 
in large tin, well lined with grease-proof 
paper, put cake into hot oven, turn to fruit 
cake setting at once, and cook for 24 hours. 
This cake can be decorated two days after 
it is made 

If marzipan is -used, let it be very thin, 
not more than 14 ineh deep. Ice with soft 
white icing and decorate with fancy piping 
and little Christmas figures. 

Let the cake also be large and shallow, 
this gives each guest a small slice with a 
share of icing and marzipan. 

Finally, the following recipes will add to 
the attractive fare at vour party :— 

leed Fancies—Make % sponge cake in a 
ginger-bread tin. When cold, cut into 13 
inch wide strips. Slit each through the 
middle and spread with jam and butter 
cream, Ice each strip with different icing, 
white, rose, lemon, chocolate, and coffee, 
decorate with cherries, violets, split almonds, 
strips of angelica at regular intervals, and 
cut into little squares. 

Sponge Cake Drops.—6 ozs. of castor sugar, 
5 ozs, of self-raising flour, 3 eggs, vanilla 
essence, whipped cream, jam or butter cream. 

Break eggs into a bow! and whisk a little. 
Melt sugar in a tablespoonful of hot water in 
a stout. little saucepan over a low gas. Add

Add the eggs to 
the creamed butter and sugar gradually, 
beating all the time to keep the mixture 
from curdling. Sift in the flour and mix 
well. Add the fruit, stir well, adding a 
little milk, if necessary, to make a very 
stiff dropping consistency. Turn into a 
prepared cake tin lined with grease-proof 
paper in several thicknesses. Bake in a 
moderate oven for 15 minutes. Then turn 
the oven very low and cook for five or 
six hours. Cool on a wire tray and store 
till required. Do not ice until a few days 
before Christmas, otherwise the oil from 
the almond paste discolours the white 
icing.
